momently about to descend on them. All their 


coming upon us. Hostilities, it is true, have not 
yet actually broken out ; but he would be a bold man 
who would guarantee the preservation of peace for 
twenty-four hours longer. The Emperors of Austria 
and France have put forth their whole strength for 
the encounter; they have raised their last loans, 
levied their last conscripts, issued their ultimata, and 
stand on the extreme edge of battle. The roads of 
Northern Italy are choked with regiments and muni- 
tions of war struggling to the front. Mantua, Ver- 
ona, Piacenza are converted into entrenched camps. 
The fair capital of Milan is held by hordes of Croats 
and Wallachs as ready for massacre and license this 
day as they were in the days of Wallenstein. Another 
army of 50,000 men has left Vienna for the plains of 
Lombardy, and a coup de main on Turin is 
manifestly in preparation. Meanwhile the port 
of Toulon and the arsenal of Lyons ring 
with counter-preparations. The French Emperar’s 
armies are converging on the passes of the Alps; 
the reserves are ordered up from Algeria and from 
Paris; the Piedmontese battalions are thrown for- 
ward as an advanced guard, and from every Italian 
city, and town, and village, from Genoa and Piga, 
from Modena, and Florence, and Rome, and Naples 
flows the increasing tide of volunteers for the army 
of liberation. Amid this tumult and fever of ex- 
pectation the hopes of peace, founded on a congress, 
rapidly dissolve from view. Austria refuses to 
enter any Congress that does not begin by a 
solemn recognition of the Treaties of 1815. 
The French Emperor will not subscribe to trea- 
ties that recal the humiliation of Napoleonism and 
the revision of which is the main object he has in 
view. Both parties refuse to disarm; refuse even to 
withdraw from that narrow stream on whose banks 
the hostile patrols are in hourly danger of collision 
The financial condition of both empires is such as to 
render immediate action a less desperate alternative 
than suspense. The diplomacy of Vienna and of 
Turin scarcely feign a wish for peace. The German 
and Italian nationalities are appealed to on each side, 
and the ardour of the respective soldieries is officially 
strung to the fighting pitch. 

England will not be a passive spectator of the im- 
pending conflict. A war raging in the heart of Europe, 
a war employing all the deadly appliances with which 
modern science has armed the art of destruction, 
a war trampling out the life, and squandering the 
treasure, and driving backward the e:vilization of 
France and Italy, and all Germany, w ll, soon or 
late, drag England into its vortex. It will trouble 
too deeply the sources of her nat'onal prosperity, to 
permit her, even if she were inclined, to play the 
ignoble part of neutrality enacted by Prussia and by 
Austria in the late Russian war. Her material 
power, her moral rank among nations, the interests 
of her commerce and industry, the sympa.hies of her 
people, will all compel her to interfere. But on 
which side? In what form? At what epoch of the 
drama? These are questions that it behoves us 
carefully to reflect on, as speedily as may be, to 
decide, vigorously and effectually to take action on. 
This deliberation, decision, action, would be much 
facilitated by the House of Commons compelling the 
leaders of its “ discordant sections,” including among 
those leaders the author of the phrase, to lay aside 
for the present their party struggles, and address 
themselves to the serious business of guiding England 
through this dangerous crisis. It is a dangerous 
crisis to us, considering the possible designs of 
Russia, the inadequate power of our navy, and the 
critical condition of India, financially embarrassed, 
and about to be left to the protection of a 
Sikh army, but little better affected to us than 
the Sepoys whom it has enabled us to crush. 
It would greatly help us, then, we say, for the ins 
and outs to cease their squabbles, for this un- 
fortunate dissolution to be put off, and for the 
country not to be embroiled and occupied with 
general election, at a time when all our collective 
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house will support them in every well-considered

down of the Italian race under the feet of a hated 
foreign domination,—all this has inspired the English 
nation with the deep and unalterable resolve to take 
the first favourable opportunity of retracing the false 
step taken in 1815, and restoring to the Lombards 
and Venetians those rights which we most wrongfully 
and most foolishly deprived them of. 


(From the Times of yesterday.) 

Every hour brings disquieting tidings from those 
Courts where peaceful and warlike counsels are still de- 
bated with unequal chances, but with a yet undeter- 
mined result. “The rumours of an actual declaration of 
war which were rife in all societies, a few hours since 
nom ó. perhaps, be the only shadow of events that are 

y not far distant. Although destitute of authority 
they probably embody the belief of well-informed per- 
sons as to the certainty of a fact which time has not yet 
brought forth, and only prematurely give form to a 
necessity which is felt to be hand. It would be vain to 
shut our eyes to the truth that the preservation of the 
peace of Europe ap s to the closest observers to be- 
come from day to day more des te, and that all pro- 
bability favours the belief that the struggle is even now 
upon the eve of its commencement. 

The present position of the little Kingdom of Sardinia 
is well calculated to concentrate upon it the interest of 
Europe. Ifthe cloud is to burst, the first red drops will 
fall upon her soil. She may have been provoking, and 
we have not been slow to point out her faults or to cen- 
sure her rashness ; but, if violence is imminent, it is 
upon her that it is about to be used. That small plot in 
the map of Europe, protected by the neutral State of 
Switzerland on the north, and washed by the Mediterra- 
nean on the south, is pressed upon on each side by two 
great European Powers whose mutual dislike has long 
tended to war, and who appear likely now to join in con- 
flict. To the east the Ticino marks a feeble boundary 
line, beyond which lie the Austrian provinces of Vene- 
tian Lombardy, bristling with strong fortresses and 
‘choked with armies. To the west, beyond the 
barrier of the Cottian Alps, lies France, and in 
the passes of Mount Dauphin and in the contigu- 
ous districts are concentrated masses of French 
soldiers, awaiting the signal which is to bid them 
cross the friendly frontier. Between these two expectant 
hoste Sardinia herself stands in attitude of war, confident, 
determined, rather boastful and eager for conflict. Her 
last act was a bitter insult to her gigantic enemy ; her 
inveteracy towards Austria is as intense as any individual 
can feel towards another whom he fears, and hates, and 
hopes to plunder. 

his is the ition of the parties, and the chance of 
collision which this position itself creates are multiplied 
by every attendant circumstance. Austria has 150,000 
men now encamped behind the Ticino; she has 
the horses, artillery, and military stores necessary 
to the efficiency of this great host; she is endu- 
ring a daily expenditure which is consuming 
her internal resources, and edging her on inch 
by inch towards the catastrophe of an inevitable 
bankruptcy. Notoriously involved as Austria has long 
been, straitened as are her public resources, and over- 
taxed as are her people, it is not to be supposed that she 
has embarked in this ruinous expense for the mere 
luxury of conquest, still less for the desire of a barren 
revenge. She must feel that her existence is menaced, 
or she would not be there on that distant frontier river, 
determining all her military force to that particular spot, 
and bringing such tremendous power to bear upon an 
adversary apparently so little worthy of so great a de- 
monstration. She must feel that fate has prepared for 
her an inevitable struggle with an adversary much 
greater than Sardinia, and that this is a struggle 
she cannot avoid. Be she right or wrong in her 
conclusions, she must hold this belief, or she would 
never have into so prodigal and wasteful an ex- 
penditure. She might have despised the small provo- 
cations of Sardinia, and, with strong garrisons in her 
Lombard cities, might have been content to wait for 
those changes in combinations which time always brings. 
But Sardinia is only the shieldbearer to the giant. 
Austria must have felt that the fight was inevitable. 
Perhaps she ha: deliberately resolved that, since the 
war must take place, it is better to provoke it in a corner 
of her empire, better to seek it among the hills and valleys 
of a country she would delight to punish, than to have to 
meet the French armies on the old Austerlitz road, or to 
fight them under the walls of Vienna. It may be, 
and it probably is, in the deliberate acceptance of 
what she conceives to be a necessity that she is 
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ought not to be deprived 
assistance of her Parliament during the present European 
crisis. But it will be easy to reply that no minister 
more than Lord himself has ever shown 


(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 
Paris, 9th April, 1859. 

Notwithstanding all the assurances of peace which 
have been held out from time to time, the public here 
are in a more distrustful state than ever; and assuredly, 
although I cannot say exactly what it is, some great 
political change is pending, or has already been deter- 
mined on, which will annihilate all the promises of the 
anticipated Congress. To-day it was currently reported 
that the Emperor had set out to review the army of 
Lyons, which, since I wrote about it a few days ago, has 
been considerably augmented by troops arriving from 
Algeria, and also by troops which have received orders 
for Africa, but which are stopped at Lyons en passant. 
I have been told that the Archbishop of Paris has re- 
monstrated with the Emperor, not exactly on the war, 
but on the direction which it is likely to take, which he 
said was not popular with the people, and excessively 
distasteful to the priesthood, who would much rather see 
his Majesty’s armies marched to the sea-board of France 
than threatening, as they do now, the great stronghold 
of the Roman Catholic religion. If such a con- 
versation occurred, it must have reminded 
the Emperor strongly of a scene which took place 
between his uncle and the Pope, when the latter 
was on a visit to the former at Fontainebleau. It is 
Chateaubriand who gives the description. Napoleon 
says he, left the apartments of his prisoner, where evi- 
dently something had occurred which weighed heavily 
on his mind : in a few minutes he remarked to one of his 
generals—“I find in my time a priest more powerful 
than I; he reigns over the minds, I only reign over 
matter ; the priests keep the soul and only throw me the 
corpse.” In England the Government is moved by 
public opinion, which ascends step by step from the 
people until it reaches the Sovereign. In France the 
Government is acted upon by three particular sections 
only ; the soldier with his bayonet, the priest with his 
missal, and the banker with his strong box—representa- 
tives of war, religion, and peace ; but which of these 
three powers of the empire is the strongest is more than 
I can say. 

We have letters here from Turin of the 6th April, and 
it appears that the excitement still continues—or, per- 
haps, increases would be a better word-+with the march 
ofevents. In three days the number of volunteers from 
Lombardy, Parma, Modena, and Tuscany, who enrolled 
themselves under the Sardinian standard were 245 the 
first day, 208 the second, und 240 the third; and some 
of these volunteers belong to the most noble families in 
Italy. ‘The departure and arrival of military give every 
day an opportunity for the most patriotic demonstra- 
tions, shouts and songs, a gaiety and a devotion, which, 
a writer says, do good to the soul, whilst the 
crowd in the country press upon the steps of the 
young soldiers to wish them adieu. With so much in- 
flamed patriotism it would be no easy matter for Sar- 
dinia to disarm. A celebrated French writer has said 
that “the liberty which capitulates, or the power which 
degrades itself, never obtains mercy trom its enemies.” 
Sardinia feels this, and she refuses to comply with the 
demands of Austria addressed to the great Powers, for 
the Court of Turin knows well the efforts which Austria 
has made to render the fortresses touching on the Sar- 
dinian frontier next to impregnable; and if she dis- 
arms,will Austria destroy the works she has raised with so 
mnch labour and expense? I send you an extract on 
this subject from a letter recently received trom Italy : 
“An officer, whose name I cannot mention, has been 
authorised by Giulay to visit different parts of Italy, and 
he affirms that he has had his heart broken before the 
fortifications already erected. The works of defence are 
so prodigious and these positions contain such a number 
of workmen to prepare others, that one cannot curse 
Austria enough for speaking of peace in the midst of 
such astonishing preparations for war.” 

The Ost Deutsche Post says, that a compromise has 
been concluded between Count di Cavour and Count 
Walewski, that Sardinia is not to take a place in the 
Congress, but she is not to disarm.

MR. BRIGHT AT BIRMINGHAM. 
A numerously attended meeting of the Liberal elec- 
ters of Birmingham was held at the Committee Room 
of the Town Hall to-day (Monday), for the purpose of 
taking measures to secure the joint return of Messrs.

He said he was happy to be there on that oc- 
casion, although he was congratulating himself on the 
prospect of not being required to take much in any 
election proceedings till some days nearer the day of elec- 
tion. Of course, it was not his wish to absent himself from 
the House of Commons, and as he had been elected by 
his constituency nothing had transpired to make him lose 
the confidence of the htened constituency of Birming- 
ham. He looked with some assurance to their support. 
They knew everything he had done in connexion with 
politics since the last week in October, when he had first 
them there. In the House of Commons there 
had not been much done on the question of the Govern- 
ment Reform, or rather Anti-Reform Bill, which had 
been the one that excited most attention, and had occu- 
pied most time ; and, if he had had any doubt on his 
own mind as to its not being a good measure, he 
might be satisfied seeing that it had met, throughout 
the whole country almost, with unanimous condemnation. 
He was of opinion that the bill was a very much worse 
measure than any one had yet been able to describe 
in words (hear); it would have left the representation of 
the people the House of Commons even more helpless 
than it was at present (hear). For his part he would 
rather leave the question for fifty years than have 
a bill at all like this bill passed into law (hear). A 
course had been taken by the Government which was 
not very straightforward. They said they had given 
up their pledge regarding reform—that they were not 
under a pledge to produce any bill (hear); but when 
asked if they intended to bring forward any measure, 
they said substantially—“ We are not considering 
the question of Reform, or the wishes or interests of the 
nation, but our own interests as a party, and whatever 


we consider in that respect we shall do when

Vienna, Apri 6.—As Sardinia persists in refusing 
to nce and England have 
Vienna and Turin Governments to withdraw their re- 
spective forces toa distance of three | s from the 
frontier. Count Cavour, has accepted the propo- 
sition, which is of French origin, but Austria is 
strongly inclined to reject it; and no one can blame 
her should she do so. During the last few weeks 
she has made very many concessions for the sake of 
peace, but she begins to be tired of playing a diplomatic 
game in which she is invariably a loser. As it is the 
object of France to place Austria in a false position, it 
appears perfectly natural that she should make one 
unpalatable proposition after another to her, but I am at 
a loss to understand why the British Government should 
always urge this Government to accept them. As it is 
to be presumed that Napoleon, who evidently aims at 
supremacy in Europe, will sooner or later turn his arms 
against England and Prussia, it should be the policy of 
those Powers to give their entire moral support to a 
State which is—for the moment at least—both able and 
willing to keep the rampant ambition of the French 
monarch within reasonable bounds. Instead of doing 
this, they damp the spirit of Austria by insisting on her 
making any and every sacrifice for the sake of peace. 
The Emperor of the French must laugh in his sleeve when 
he sees how well his game is being played by England 
and Prussia, and when the fitting moment comes he will 
doubtless separately reward them according to their 
deserts. An article in the last number of the Neue 
Preussische Zeitung contains an appeal to the good sense 
of the nations, which are asked whether it would be bet- 
ter to make a firm stand in corpore against the Emperor 
of the French at present, or to remain passive and run 
the risk of being attacked and subjugated by him in de- 
tail.

How would it be 
if England and Prussia were to offer to mediate between 
France and Sardinia on the one side, and Austria on the 
other, with a pledge to give their support to that party 
which should accept the conditions laid down? It is 
very natural that England should wish to avoid being 
involved in war, but if she must come to blows with 
France no moment can be more favourable than the pre- 
sent. Austria, Prussia, and Germany can bring a mil- 
lion of men into the field, and consequently the assist- 
ance of British soldiers is not required. 

In the highest circles it is believed that the Emperor 
Napoleon is insincere, and the armaments are therefore 
carried on with the greatest energy. Many of the fourth 
battalions of the regiments stationed in Italy have al- 
ready arrived, and not a day passes without troops being 
sent from Trieste to Venice. The Turin Opinione learns 
from Milan that the Italian regiment Bianchi has been 
sent from Croatia to Pesth, “ where it is to be decimated” 
for refusing to fire on some Croats who committed ex- 
cesses while the military conscription was going on. 
“The onl we can giye to this, says the Wigner 
Zeitung, “is, the regiment in question has been 
quartered in Gratz (in Styria) for nearly two years.” 
There is no concentration of Russian troops either in 
the southern or western part of the kingdom of Poland, 
but there ts a powerful corps in Bessarabia. 

A few days since the Emperor told the Archduke 
Governor-General of Hungary that the Hungarian 
Protestants should have their Provincial Synod, 
and that without delay. The conduct of the 
Hungarians is exemplary, and their loyalty 
towards the Emperor great, although they strongly, and 
with justice, disapprove the measures of his Govern- 
ment. Orders have been given to the Stadtholders of 
the different provinces not to throw difficulties in the 
way of those Jewish families who may wish to engage 
Christian servants. The news of what was intended 
excited the indignation of the foreign Jews to the 
highest degree, and led to strong demonstrations against 
Austria. At Frankfort a rich stockbroker got on a 
table after the evening ‘Change, and moved that no 
child of Israel should in future do business in any 
description of Austrian stock. The motion was carried 
by acclamation, and the news of what had éccurred duly 
forwarded to this city. In Amsterdam the great Hebrew 
firms also expressed their resolve to taboo Austrian 
paper, and Baron James Rothschild, of Paris, gave tele- 
graphic instructions to his nephew in this city to wait 
on Count Buol, and remonstrate with him. He did so, 
and is said to have observed to the Minister that he was 
a, cosmopolite, and could live elsewhere as well as in 
Austria.
